the flattering allurements of the world , nor the infinuatin

As 4mos threatens judgements againſt Amazieb,ſo 4mazia , 
ſtrives to baniſh 4:05, And fromthis hiſtorie I bfervecis Dottrint.

Devil, good Angels, and wicked ſpirits ; faithfull Paftours,

Secondly, they are our enemics, becanſe they have appoint» 
ed every one of us, whom they cſteeme to be Hereticks,to the 
ſword and all fort of cruclties : for the ſame Bbellarmine /, de 
laicis cap.2x,d, Heretici incorrigibiles debent i! ſa morte multtari : 
that is, Hereticks that will not amend , ought to be puniſhed 
with death it ſelfe. He proves it by Scripture ont of Devt.r 7. 
I6. and 17.12, Secondly, hc-proves it by natu;all reaſon, at- 
ter this manner ; he ſayes, Heretickiimay be lawfully excom- 
municated as all do contclle, theretore, fayes he, they may be 
pur to death, becaulc, {aith he, in the forenamed booke in the 

fth chapter, excommunication is a greater puniſhment then 
temporall death, then to be burned , then to be devoured of 
wilde beaſts. Thirdly, he proves it by experience,in the ſame 
chapter : theſe are his owne words ; Non eſt aliud remedium, 
nam Ecclefia paulatim progreſſa eſt, & omnia remedia experta pri-

porall life js maintained and upholden ; from whence, if 
thoſe that counterfeit mony are deſervedly puniſhed with 
death. farre rather ought heretickes to bee deſtroyed. This 
all of them doe teach dayly ; and this is the dotrine of theſe 
Locufts that aſcend our of the bottomleſle pit. 
And now dolefull experience can beare witneſſe, how pr,4o. 
faichfully the hearers of theſe wicked priefts, hath pur this 
cruell doArine in practice ; yeaxthey thinke it a meritorious 
worke, and a holy deed : and though they have commirted 
never ſo great wickednes, they teach that it ſhall be forgiven 
them, if they will be zealous in their bloady praftice, to de- 
froy all without exception, with the moſt cruell 
that can be inyented : as in the Countey of Ferman

burnt a- Church full of poore, filly and _—_— le x 
and one of the Actors ſaid, that his ſoul would GG 
in Hell, nor in Purgatory, becauſe he was the moſt forward 
in that cruell ation. But I intend not to make mention of 
their horrid and devill;ſh cruelty committed by them in this 
rebellion, but referre the Reader to that Treatiſe, inticuled, 
The teares of Ireland. f 
Thus yee may fee the bloudy intention of theſe wicked 
Prieſts and their followers againſt the Children of God. Ir 
wy bee demanded, What ſhall the people of God doe unto 
em ? 
I anſwer, becauſe they are not enemies that ſecke our lives 
onely, but the dcſtruttion both of ſoule and body, and are 
the enemies of God, who ſeeke the deſtruction of true Reli- 
gion, the Goſpell, and all goodneſſe ; wee may lawfully doe 
unto them, as they have attempted to doe unto us ; they have 
laboured todeſtroy us, therefore we oughtto deſtroy them: 
and this is the opinion of all orthodox and ſound proteſtant 
Writers, as of Calvin and Beza,in their bookes of Heretickes, 
to be puniſhed by Magiltrates ; ſo Alſted. in his ſupplicaci- 
on to Panſt. Catho, Tom.5.lib, 4. cap. 15. he ſayes, Heretici 
turbulenti & ſeditioſs Reipublice & Eccleſia turbatores a magi= 
ſtratu ſunt puniends, etiam pena mortis : that is, Seditious he- 
retikes, who trouble the peace of che Church and Common=- 
wealth are to bee puniſhed with death : but thele heretickes 
that are our enemies, have not onely troubled the peace of 
the Church and Common-wealth, with perverting as __ 
as they could, but likewiſe have attempted to deſtroy bot 
our Church and Common- wealth, and all the members 
thereof, with all ſorts of cruelty that their impious hearts 
could invent : ſo that there is no wickednefle that deſerves 
death, whereof they are not all guilty by the Law of God 
and man ; as Treaſon, murder, bloud. crueltie, idolatry, re- 
bellion, rapine, and theft : and therefore it is not onely laws 
full rodeſtroy them, bur likewiſe it is a great finne to ſpare 
them, or ſhew them any pitie, as D4vid prayes, Ptal. 59. 5. 
Be not merciful ts thoſe that offend of malicious wickedneſſe: and 
who ſo cer ſhewes them mercy, deſerves to bee curſed both 
of God and man ; And curſed bee bee that keepes backe bis 
ſword from bloud ; from the bloud of thole that haye He 
o 
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ſo much innocent bloud : it is a hainous finne to pittie them, 
for foure reaſons. 

Firſt, Becauſe it is 2 great finne not to execute

gain(t them, for it is the Lords command, that if 4 man he geace juoges 
14 Wait for his neighbour, and ſmite bum that be die, bee that did 25.6. 


ſmite him, be (hall die : thy eye [ball nat pittie him, but thou ſhalt 
put a\vay the guilt of innocent bloudFram Iſrael that it may goe 
Well with thee, Deut. 19. The murtherer ſhall ſurely bee put to 
death. Numb. 35- 17,18,19. Tee ſhall take no ſatufaition for 
the life of « murtberer, wbich is g:4lti2 of death, yee ſhall not pol- 
= the 6 Wherein ye dwell: qgefile not therefore the land Wbere- 
inl dwell, 

Some will odje& and ſay, they are not all guiltie of bloud, 
for ſome of them never drew bloud as yet, and therefore we 
cannot d«roy them all with a ſafe conſcience. 

I anſwer, They are all guilty of bloud by the Law of God 
and man ; they are all acceſfary, they have all atliſted one 
another in ſeeking our deſtruRion. It the Lord command- 
ed the Tribes of liracl togo up againſt Gibeah, to puniſh 
the abuſe done unto the Levites Concubine, and they did 
not onely delizoy thoſe of Gibeah, becaule they did not pus 
aiſh that wickednefle, but alſo they did cut off with the edge 
of the {word the Tribe of Benjamin, becaulſc rhey would noc 
deliver upthe maletaCtours to bee puniſhed, but ſcemed ra» 
ther to detend them, and ſo became acceflary. Greater rea» 
ſon have we to riſe all of us with our beſt forces, to puniſh a 
thouſand tim:s greater offences which are commirted in this 
land, not by any of our owne Tribes or people, by none of 
the people of Iſrael, buc by a cruell, bacbarous, and bloudy 
people, that are the greateſt enemics that are in the world co 
God, to his Truth, and to our ſelves. 

Secondly, becaulc if the bloud, murther, rapes, thefts,rob+ 
beries and treafons, idolatries, the cauſe of the widow and 
the fatherlefle bee not judged and revenged, it provokes the 
Lord to indignation againlt us.therfore the Lord complains, 
They judge nos the cauſe of the fatberleſſe, ſhall not my ſoule be 
avenged on ſuch « Nation 6s this? Fer, 5. 23, 29. The Lord 
will bee avenged on us, and on the inhabitants of this land, 
the Lord may juſtly doe unto us, as he threatned to dounts 
kis own people, Numb. 33- If 3e Will wy drive out the inhabi+

- Thirdly,we have good reaſon to purſue them with an un- 
fained hatred, and to cut them off : becauſe of the horrible 
difhonour,ge diſgrace,which they have done unto our Kings 
Majeſty ; not onely in troubling the peace of his King- 
domes, and in deſtroying his loyall and moſt faithfull ſub- 
zects, bur becauſe they have done their beſt to make all the 
world efteeme him the moſt infamous, the moſt cruel, the 
moſt unnaturall and bloudy tyrant that ever raigned on the 
face of the earth ; in ſaying, that they have the Kings Com- 
miſſion and Broad Seale, for commanding, and approving 
all the horrid wickednefle which they have committed. 

If we were any other then men of cowardly and baſe diſ- 
poſitions and ſervile ſpirits, wee could not indure fuch great 
indienitie done unto-our Soveraigne, but labour day and 
night to have them hanged, drawn and quartered, and cxe- 
cute the law againſt them;remcmbring, #rov. 28.4. They that 

forſake the Law, praiſe the wicked, Ir ſeernes yee have forſaken 
both the Law of God and man, which will move the Lord 
to forſake you : But yee will anſwer, wee prayſe them not, 
wee diſlike them for their wickednefſe: and therefore yee 
thinke that the Lord is well cnovgh plcaſed with you, and 
yearc in nodanger that the Lord ſhould forſake you.Solomen 
anſwers very well in the ſame place, Thoſe that keepe the 
Law, ſet themſelves againſt the wicked ; hey oppoſe the wick- 
ed with juſtice, with the edge of the ſword. 

The fourth reaſon why wee ſhould not ſparethem, nor 
pittie them, is becauſe the Lord hath appointed todeftr 
Antichriſt and thoſe that have his marke ; not onely wi 
the ſword of the Spirit, but likewiſe with heodge: of _

om them : all mile- 
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ſword, b:cauſc he claimes unto himfelfe as well the tempo- 
rall, as the ({pirituall power. Therefore pur your ſelves in ar- Reade Revel, 
ray againſt Babylon, all ye that bend the bow ſhout at her, '9-'7-$,9,29, 
ſpare no arrowes, for {hee hath Fnned againſt the Lord, ſhe 
hath made her ſelfe drunke with the bloud of the Siats and the Rev.'8. 14, 
Prophets, therefore the Lord cries -out, Reward ber even 4s [he 
bath rewarded you, and double unto ber double according to her 
Workes ; # .the Cp that ſhee hath filled, fill to ber double 
Revel.1$.6. 
Now the Lord commands us to-give-unto thoſe of Rome, 
and the Antichriſtian partiethe double, not becauſe ve are 
able co repay them with greater rorments, then thoſe where- 
with they have perſecuted the Saints. Bur firſt, becauſe ir 
is intollerable to the enemies of Gods people to ſuffer at our 
hands that which they have done unto us, and which they 
alwayes intend againſt us : for nitil amarius quam idipſum Tee, - 
pati, quod feczris aliis, duplo acerbius videbitur t8hi, And ſe. 
condly,ths Lord commands us to render unto them the dou- 
ble, becauſe hee would not have us to pitty his enemies, but 
without all puſillanimity with a man-like and couragious 
reſolution purſue them, becauſe they are his enemies ; thoſe 
who lecke the deſtruftion of the Kingdome of Chriſt Jeſus, 
now is the time to a_ them, to reward them the double ; 
if we grow carelcſle in this worke of the Lord againſt the 
enemies of the Truth, the Lord may juſtly cauſe them to doe jer.s1. 14. 
rnto us that Which be bath commanded us to do unto them ; for 1, ...< 
Jer. 48. 10. Curſed be bee that doth tbe Worke of the Lard negli. IN” 
gently, and curſed be be that keepeth backe his ſword from bloud, 
Curſe yee Mcroz (ſail the Angel of the Lord) curſe yee bitterly 
the inhabitants thereof, becauſe they came not to the help of theLord 
againſt the mighty, Tudge 5.

But 1 pray 
you conſider, that better is the warte which makes us draw 
neare God, then that peace which ſeparates from God ; that 
peace that makes us be at peace with Gods enemics, makes 
a ſeparation between us and our God, and therefore this ceſ< 
ſation is unjuſt, for all ofus who defire to cleave rothe Lord, 
ought to be of that minde which David was ©/el.1 79. 22.90 
not 1 hate them O Lord that hate thee, am not I grieved with thoſe 
that riſe up againſt thee? 1 hate them with perfeis batred : I 
cormt them mine enemies, This ceflation th re is unlawfull, 

a oats and that for three reaſons. 
anjut, tor Firſt, becauſe it hath flrengthened the hands of Gods ene- 
K eaſons, mies, and this is a great firme, for which the Prophets of Je- 
1. - rufalem werefearfully raxed. Jer. 23. 14. and therefore the 
Lord eſteemed them 5 Sodom, and as the mbabitants of Gomor. 
rah. And itdoth not oncly give occafion to the enemy to 
prepare for a ſecond encounter, bur it is a helping ofthe 
wick«d, and gives them time to breath;and this greatly tends 
tothe undoing of Gods people, and this is a great finne as we 
may reade where 7eku {aid to 7ehoſabhat, Shoxldeſt thou belp 
the ungodly, and love them that hate the Lord, thtrefore is wrath 
01 thre from b:fore the Lord, 2. Chr.19.2. 

Whercfore let thoſe that love the Lord, and make con- 
feicnce of their wayes, let them execute juſtice againſt the 
wicked as they did begin : for our enemies wait till they be 
ſtronger, and untill through their devilliſh ſubcilries they 
have made us weaker : and this wee {ce they h:ve in ſome 
meaſure accompliſhed, for what means the ſending over ſo

when we fee a wave comming, it is good ro moet it, that we 
may breake the force of it ; let none but fooles {it {till rill che 
blow be given; We ſe in the body naturall,men ler bloud to 
pre- 
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prevent an iminent diſcaſe, fo likewile.the ſame prudence is 
to be uſed for the healch and welfare of the body politick. - 

Secondly,it is unlawfull, becauſe ic delayes the deliverance 
of the Church and people of God, and doth greatly increaſe 
their ſorrow ; and this is a great finne, and therefore David 
prayes, ®/al. 69, 26.

Thirdly, the Rulers of this land haye.commirted a great 
fannes in compelling the people of God by this ceflation, co 
give credit and truſt t6 t1eir enemics, who wil murder them, 
as they did b<tore, when they may doe it privily, and by this 
means they bring innocent bloud upon their heads; for there 
hath been ſome of 'our pcople cuz off by the hands of thele 
houdy raytours, who feared no danger beceule of this ceſ+ 
ſation. O therefore take red of your enemics, for they will 
kcep no promiſe ; yea, they are tied lo to joe by the tenenrs 
.oftneir Amtichriſtian Religion, for they maintain that Nalls 
fides ejt ſervanda b-reticts; and this 's one of their Church Ca- 
no1,no: to keepe pronnſe unto-us, itthe promile made bee 
contrary tothe liberty -ot chear Church's the liberty of their 
Church, is to cut us. off when they may doe it withoutthe 
T1 Th of themſc Ives! So Scllar.ltb. [4 laicts, 4p, 2. 

Theyare all the children of the Devil,” and Revel- 9. 8, 
Fvrn theſe Loc:iſts that aſcend out of the bot:omleſſe pit, Who bave 
faces life men, baire like Women, and teeth like L1ons : that is, 
they will ſpeakennd'promile faire, like men full of counteſie, 


and humanitie ; but they as many {ubrilties and wick- 
ed deceits as Salomaus woman, and inthe end they 
prove devouring Lions,the rine and practice manifeſts 


their wickedn:fle and crueky.

Another of their Theologues called Didacus de Beza,in his 
comment. Moral. in Evang. Hiſtor. cap. 19. in theſe words of 
E/ay, cap. 2.4. Hee ſhall turne their ſwords into plough ſhares,and 
their (peares into pruning bookes, he {aith,Gladii Hupanici ſervi- 
wunt Deo pro aratris, non tam gladti ſunt quam aratra ut ſen- 
tes herecicorum & ſpinas eradicent-, now mirum igitur quod 
pufillum Hispanorum regnum creſcat in immenſum; That is, The 
Spaniſh ſwords, are not ſo much {words as ploughs to root 
upthe briars and thornes of hereticks ; and therefore it is no 
wonder that the little Kingdome of Spaine, ſhould become 
great and large : Now conſider that they thinke they cannor 
doe a more pious worke, then to deſtroy us whom they c- 
Rteeme the onely heretickes in the world, and they are per- 
{waded that the Lord will blefſe them, and increaſe them,for 
the rooting out of us out of this land, 

Some may objct for this cefſation,that Dublin could not 
have ſubfited otherwiſc. I 'anfwer, Firſt chere was no 
ſuch neceſſity as was pretendedbut it was Antichriſtian po- 
licy to corrupt the fountain,and this policie is not as yet ful- 
ly diſcovered, which the Lord will in his owne time reveale 
£0 the ſhame and dilcredit of the confenters thereunto.

Seeing now it is unlawaull ro ſpare the lives of ſuch men 
who are all guilty of all wickednefle , and ſeeing this Cefſa- 
tion is unjuſt and finfull, becauſe is is the onely meanes to 
ftrength-n the hands of Gods enemies , to ſhed the bloud of 
the people of God, and doth procraftinate our deliverance 
from the power of our enemies, and hinders the libertie of 
the Goſpel. and is the onely way to advance the Kingdome 
of Antichriſt : then it followes, that it is a dangerous offence 


to give them proteRions ; for three Reaſons : Prote&ions:

Some wil {ay, they doe it not becauſe theythink our ene- 
mics are righteous, bur out of policie , for the good of the 
Kings ſervice. Ianſwer , We muſt not doeevill that good 
may come of it, and ſuch pretences which colour. finne , are 
bur cords of vanity ; at the leaſt then proteEt none bur ſuch as 
will turne from their idolatry,for it is in ſome caſe doubtfull, 
whether it be lawfull to proteR even thoſe who will promiſe 
to embrace the truc Religion ; then without all queſtion ir is 
unlawfull to proteRt thoſe who remaine obſtinate, it makes 
nol who proteRts them to participate of theix wicked- 
neſle. 

Secondly, it is dangerous to proteR them, becauſe it pro- 
cures the heavie vengeance of God upon thcir protectors x 
and this iscleare in ſeverall examples in holy Scripture. Fe- 
ba the Prophet ſaid to Feboſapbat, (who was a good and reli- 
gious King, but in this he crred) Shouldeſt thou bel, Þ the ungodly 


and love them that kate the Lord*tberefore is Wrath upon thee from - 


before the Lord,2 Chron.19 2.Theretore the wrath of the Lord 
hangs ov-r the heads of all thoſe who ſupport, protect, and 


defend the wicked, and ow all thoſe that will not ſhew them- 


ſelves enemies to all ſuch as hatc the Lord. We reade that 
the Lord rejected Saul from being King becaulc he {pared the 
Amalekites. 1 $a, 15.11. And God faid ro Ahab, Brea ſe thoy 
baſt let goe a man out of thy hauds, whom I have appointed to utter 
deſtruftzon, thy life ſhall goe for his life, 1 Kings 20. 42, You 
ſee becaule the King of Iſracl ſpared Zenhadad who way 
King of the Syrians , and becauſe he proteCted himyſce how 
the Lord was provoked : I wiſh thatthis ſentence were al- 
Wwayes L the carcs, and written in the palms of the 
hands of our Rulers and Governours, that they might take 
heed leſt they {pare or protet any of thoſe whom the Lord 
abhors, and appoints to deſtruction, 

Thizdly , the Lord will blefſe him that doth not ſpare 
them, nor proteR his enemjes3 and likewiſe where the cne- 
mies of the Lord, where bloud, murther and idolatry is pu- 
niſhed , it procures a preat bleſsing to that Countrey ; Fer 
5.1. Run to and fro, and ſee if there be any that execute judge 
ment in Jeruſalem, and 1 will ſpare it.

1 Kings 18. And the Lord wil likewile blefle thoſe that ſhew 
themlelves zealous and forward in the deftruttion of his ene- 
mics, for P/al.r 37-3,9, 0 daughter of Babylon , Who art to be 
deſtroyed, happy ſhall be be that rewards thee as thou haſt ſerved 
us, happy ſhall be be that taketh and daſh:th thy little ones againſt 
the ſtones. Hence I exhort you, not.to ſpare ſo many,nor pro- 
tet ſo many of thoſe who hate the Lord , and fight under 
the common enfigne of Antichriſt , that ye may procure a 
bleſsing to your ſelves and your poſterity , and to the people 


. of God among whom ye live; tor if ye For on as ye have 


done, in protecting thole that are guilty of bloud , murther, 
and idolatry, ye will procure a curſe to your ſelves, to your 
poſterity, and ye are likely to bring a vengeance on the 
Countrey where ye remaine, where the Lord hath madeyou 
Magiftrates and men of power : Rom.r 3.4.1e are the Miniſters 
of —_ to be revengers, and to execute Wrath on them that doe 
evill. 

Moreover, we ought notto ſuffer them to live amongſt us. 
The Lord reproved the Church of Pergamus becaule they 
maintained thoſe that taught the doctrine of Balaam, and of 
the Nicolaitans, as it is cleare Rev. 2.14 15. Let us notenter- 
taine thoſe that reach farre more dangerous doftrine; and 
ſceing the Lord commanded Moſes to cut off the Midianites, 
and to ſmite them, Numb, 25.16. what greater reaſon have 
we todeltroy theſe Midianites, who continually vexe us,and 
wait for a fir occaſion to deſtroy us. 

The ſecond ſort of Enemics are popiſh Apes, our Lord 
Biſhops, and proud P:clats, Pricfts of Beth»el,and this is no 
new name, for ſo Bellar.in lib,q.de verbs Dei non ſcripto cap.1 2. 
he calls all choſe who ſtriveto be like the Papilts in their Re- 
ligion, Simiz Catholicorum , that is, Popiſh' Apes. And of all 
men our Prelars and their partie doe moſt of all reſemble the 
Antichriſtian Church of Rome in their Government, Altars,

Nehemiah prayes in his twelfth chapter. ver. 29.Lord remem- 
ber them that defile the | rieſibood, The Lord hath remembred 
our Prelats with a great plagne, ſo that they are no mote Po- 
piſh Apes , but are b:come altogether Popiſh Pricſts, the 
Pricfts of Antichriſt, the Locuſts of the infernall pit, who 
like the Devil goe about ro deſtroy, murther,and root out the 
fincete profeſſors of the Truth,and have joyned in malicious 
fellowſhip with the Papiſts in thele Kingdomes , to extirpate 
the Goſpel and Word of God, and all zealous Proteſtants : 
ſo that they hav: forſaken the people of God in their greateſt 
need, and now to the whole world have bewraycd their 
diſpoſitions, and that they belong not to Chriſt, but to Anti- 
chriſt, and that they have beene labouring by policie theſe 
years by-paſt to bring us backe again to Rome ; but when 
they perceived that their policie conld not doe it, they endea- 
your to force us now thereunto by fire and ſword. 

Now oblcrve , that becauſe they are not weary of their 
ſuperſtitions,and becauſe they never defired any reformation, 
and have contemned ſpiritual liberty, rhercfore the Lord hath 
filled them with the filth of their own waycs. And this is the 
juſt ———n of God on them , becauſe likewiſe of their 
preſumption in taking upon them to teach Cod how hee 
ſhould be worſhipped : For becauſe they received not the love 
of the truth, that they might be ſaved, for this cauſe the Lord hath 
fent them ſtrong deluſion, that they ſhould beleeve lics,and be dam- 
xed, 2 Theſ.2 10,11,12. And again , 1/7ael Would not hearken 
unto me, therefore 1 gave them up to their on bearts luſt , Pal, 
$1.11,12. And this judgement the Lord threatned to the peo- 
ple of Iſrael, Hſ.8.11. Becauſe Ephraim hath made many Altars 
£0 ſome, Altars ſhall be unto him to fmne : ſo that when men will 
not leave off their will- worſhip and ſuperſticions , the Lord 
Icts them fall into farre greater finnes , into abominable 1do- 
latries ; therefore it is ſaid, Hoſ.9. 3. They ſhall not dwell in the 
Lords land, but Ephraim ſhall returne into Egypt, and they ſhall cat 
unclean things in 4ſjyria, 

After the ſame manner hath the Lord dealt with theſe 


of God upon wicked Prelats, who endeyoured to defile the people of God 


fuperſticious 
pe-ple, 


more and morc with the dregges of Antichriftian Religion, 
"L at 
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that they are now become altogether Antichriftian Locuſts, 
they are returned to Egypt, to Rome, and are defiled and 
made drunk with the wine of fornication of the great whore, 
they have received the marke of the beaſt, and are thirfting 
after the bloud ofthe Saints. As for their np Poperie, 
and Arminianilme, if any bee defirous to know tt, let them 
reade the Treatiſe, intituled, evroxzeTexe:o1s, or, The Canter 
burian ſelfe-convittion ; and John Baſtwickes Letanie. 

Obſerve, that both the Popiſh Prieſts, and apiſh Popiſh 
Prelates,are all Prieſts of Bethel.We reade Gen. 28, 27.Where 
the Lord appeared to Jacob, hee called the place Bethel, chax 
is, The beuſs of God, -and it was the iniquitie of the children 
of I{racl to pleade prefcription and antiquitie, and to thinke 
that the Lord did tie his preſence to that place,becauſe Jacob 
called it Bethel ; the Lord reproves them for their fooliſh- 
neſle, H of. 4.15, Goe not upto Beth-aven, that is, the houſe 
of wickednefle, for Bethel was grown a Beth-aven ; for in 
Bethel Zeroboam ſet up his golden calves, and cauſed the peo- 
ple of Iſrael to worſhip them : ſo Rome was once a Bethel, 
Rom.1. but now it is a place of aborhination, not Bethel, bue 
Beth-aven ; ſo the Prieſts of Bethel are now turned into the 
Prieſts of Beth-aven, into the Prieſts of Babylon : it was the 
vanitic of the people of Iſrael to follow the example of their 
fachers,and therefore the Lord doth taxe them for it,4mos, 2.4 

And the ſame vyanitic poſſeſſeth the Papiſts and apiſh Pre- 
lates to alledge the Fathers, and to be led more by their wri- 
tings and cuftomes, then by the Word of God;but what in- 
fallibility can bee in the ancient Fathers, ſeeing the Apoltle 
tells us, that in his time the miſtery of i —_——— 
2.Theſſ.2.7, And Bethel b:gan to be Beth-aven,and the hou 
of iniquirie began to be builded, and that by Diorepbes, who 
laid the firſt corner Rone of it, in defiring to bee a Lord Bi- 
ſhop, and ſought to have the preheminence-3.Epiſt of ; obn, 
verſe 9. forthe which 7obn doth marke him. 

Now theeves and adulterers may pleade antiquitie, but ve- 
tuſtas erroris non eſt veritatis, tas, The antiquitie of an 
errour makes it not lawfull, and the antiquitie of a fault doth 
not hinder the judgement due unto it. The Church in Ds- 
vids time is puniſhed for a fault commirted in Sewls time, 2- 
Sar. 23. and wee may truely thinke a 
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the juſt judgement of God for our old ſuperſtitious corrupti- 

Reade Ezra, Ons, ſothat we may complain with 7er.16.19. Surely our fa. 

9.7. thers have inherited lies and vanitie, and things wherein there 1s no 
profit : And the houſe of Iſrael, Jer.q8.13. was aſhamed of Be- 
thel their confidence, And we likewiſe muſt be aſhamed and 
full of ſorrow for our Bethel.even for following the ſuperſti- 
tious wayes of our predeceflours, before the Lord will ſend 
us deliverance. 

The golden calves which theſe wicked Priefts do facrifice 
unto, are their pleaſure, their honour their glory,their great= 
neſſe and grandure 3 woe unto them for they are like F1das, 
who fold Chriſt for 30. pieces of filver, into the hands of 
thoſe who crucified him ; and they arc like Balaam,Fude 11, 
They are caſt away by the deceit of Balaams wages,who un- 
dertooke to {ell, to curſe the people of God, and to betray 
them into the power of cheir enemies, for their honoursfor re- 
ward, Numb. 22,67. For 2. Pet, 2.13. they count it pleaſure 
daily to live dehiciouſly, therefore they have hearts exerciſed 
with covetouſncfe, they are the children of the curſe, they 

- would be Lords over GodSberitage, 1, Pet. 5.2, 3. Drive a ma- 
Rifte from a carion, and he will grin and ſcare crowes from 
the carcaſle, and they will make a tumultuous crie ; and ler 
Tudge 18.24, Micah bee robbed of his Idols, and hee will roare as if ſome 
were about him to take away his life ; and ſo our voluptu- 
ous and licencious Prelates have made a ſtrange tumult and 
uproare in theſe Kingdomes, for the defending, of their great 

benefices, their pleaſures, and profitable ſuperſtirions. 
1. Way how Andas Amaziab the Prieft of Bethel, laboured to ſtir up 
thet = i the King againſt Amos, ſo theſe Prieſts of Bethaven, of Baby- 
mg lon. have uſed the ſame policie againſt the ſervants. of God, 
and they have more prevailed with his Majeſty againſt us, 
then 4maziab did againſt Amos ; and this hath been the cu- 
tome of all theenemies of Gods people fill ro deale with 
Kings and Princes, they infe&t their cares with ſtrange in- 
chantments, as the King of Syria faid , Fight neither againſt 
* great nor ſmall, but onely againſt the King of Iſrael ; ſothey 
ſtrive above all things to ger the King 1n their power, and to 
favor their fation,thcy know that he is worth ten thouſand, 
And thus did R-bum and Shimſhai deal with Artexerxes the 
W:24.411,12, King to hinder the building of Jerufalem : fo —_ 1

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Tobiab,Neb.2.19. And this was the policie of Haman, Heſter ;. 
to ſay unto the King, Thou haſt in thy Kingdome a people 
that uſe new lawes, and deſpiſe thy Lawes. Thus the enemies 
of Jeremiab faid unto the King 3+ Wee beſeech thee let this may 
be put to death, for be ſeeketh the hurt of the people, Jer. 38. 4.5 
So theſe wicked Priefts, Jude 16. ſpeake great ſwellmg Application, 
Words againſt the people of God untothe King. that we ma 
ſay with Hoſ7-3,5.They make the K my glad with their Wicked, 
nefſe, and the Princes with their lies ; He ſtretched out his hand 
with ſcorners: They rail on Gods people,and ſtrive todiſgrace 
them ; as Nero dealc with the Chriſtians, who fet greats ma- 
Aiffes on them:o bee devoured, and to make the dogs more 
eager, he clad the Chriſtians in Beare-skins,' to increaſe the 
fury of the dogs, that they might take them to bee beaſts and 
not men ; ſo they impute all wickednefle unto the people of 
God, and labour to make the King beleeve, That the Par- 
liament and all their adherents doe rebell againſt the King, 
and ſeeke nothing but the ruine. of his Majeſty and all his 
Poſterity : and by this means the King is greatly incenſed 
againſt his people,and chiefly by the wicked counſel of theſe , 
apiſh popiſh Prelates ; ſo that they have done more hurtto 
the peace of the Church, then all ex enemics within theſe 
K w _—_ they were alwaiesthe chiefe incendiaries firſt 
and laſt. 
Ifthis Popiſh and Prelaticall fation ſhould prevail, what 
will b:come of our King and his Royall Poſterity ; far they 
reach Rk _ _ non ar" regno privatur, fra & filii _ inſt, tle

The ſecond way how theſe Prelates and Prieſts prevaile 
with his Majcſtie againſt his loyall Subjets, is ; By per- 
{wading the King that his power is abſolute, wichour all li- 
mitation, within his owne Dominions ; and that by alledo- 
ing places of Scripture, as Rem. 13. 1, Let every ſoule bee [;b- 
Jett ro the higher power, for whoſoever reſiſteth the power, reſ1t< 
«th the Ordinance of God. 


* [I anfwer,We muſt not reſiſt the power, when they exer- 


Ciſe that power accotding to Law ; but when they urge us 
to lfinne againſt Law, wee muſt not obey them), for they have 
no power or priviledge themſelves to finne againft Law, 
much leſſe to urge others to ſinne ; therefore ir is ſaid in the 
3,4+ verſe, For Rulers are not « terrour unto good Workes, but to 
evil: And there is no man then but may be reſiſted, net 0- 
beyed, in commanding evill ; and ſuch refiſtance is not a re- 
ſiſting of the power, but ofthe abuſe of the power, and a re- 
fiſting of evill. ES 5x 

If the King ſhould command all his Subj-Rs in Ulſter, to 
aſſiſt the Popiſh and Prelacicall fa&ion that ſeeke the deftru- 
Rion of the Truth and People of God, wee muſt not obey 
him, for we 7 not to helpe the ungodly, reade 2. Chro, 
I9. 2. The Lord forbids us, and.we ought to.obey God rather then 
man, Atfts 5.29, Otherwiſe, we ſhould commit great idolatry 
in making God man, and man God; by obeying rather the 
unlawfull command of a King, then the juſt and righteous 
command of the Lord God. 


We mult not flatter a King, as the Athenians did On 
r , 
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trius, and ſaid, 2uod Demetrius jaberet, apud deos ſanitum, & 
«bud homines juſtum «ſet : that is, Whatſoever Demetri (ayes, 
ought to be eſtcemed holy ot the gods, and juſt amoneſt men. 
Now the Lord compujns of ſuch Sycophants and Court 
Atterers,Eſay 29.1 3.Their fear towards me is tzught by the pre 
c-pt of man, Ye ſce we mult feare the Lord according to his 
word,and not according tothe word and pleaſure of men. 
Secondly,I anſwer, He thet reſiſts the power,exerciſed accor- 
ding to the lawes of theſe kingdomes » reſiſts the ordinance” of 
God. But none will ſay,that the abuſe of that power, which 
is Tyrannie is the ordinance of God , butthe ordinance of 
the Divell and of Antichriſt, and therefore may lawfully be 
refilted ; for theſe kingdomes are not governed by an abſolute 
Monarchie, but by a mixt government z of a King, a Houſe 
of Peeres, and a houſe of Commons ; and this the King con- 
felſeth in his Anſwer tothe nineteen Propoſitions, page 2. 
Power legally in both houſes # more then ſufficient to reſtrain Ty 
ranmny. Moreover, if the King were abour to kill an innocent 
man out of paſsion, he might be reſtrained, and he that doch 
hinder him deſeryes to be rewarded of the King, for a King -- 
mult not be approved in ſuch an a&ion : as Paul faid Gal.t, 
Io. If I yet pleaſed men, I /hould nat be the ſervant of Chriſt : 
We muſt ſuffer no man (if ie lie in our power to hinder him) 
to incurre the guilt of bloud or murther. 
And if David tooke up armes in the defence of his owne 
life, 1 $4m,22.&* 2}, though the King had proclaimed him 
Traitour ; and jf the people did refift Saul, and would not 
ſuffer him to put Jonathan to death , though the King had 
{worne the contrary, 1 Sam.14. How much more lawfull is it 
for all the people of God to refit, when the Popilh and Pre- 
laticall faction have ſworne and doe purſuerthe life of all the 
children of God in theſe kingdomes? andthat which ſhould 
be deareſt unto us, they ſeek the deſtrudtion of Religion , of 
Gods Truth, and of the glorious Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt, and 
endevours the adyancement of the Kingdome of Antichriſt. 
They allcdge likewiſe.that which is written 1 Pet.2.13, 06;.. 
Submit your ſelves ta every ordinance of man for the Lords ſake, 
v hether unto the K ing «5 ſupreme, or unto inferior Governours. | 
I Anſwer , The King 1s ſupreme, to judge all perſons and e£n/w. 
all cauſes according to the lawes-and eftabliſhed om 
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of his Kingdome : butnot ſupreme; to judge all perſons and 
all cauſes according to his abſolute will and plcaſure : and 
therefore there are lawes ordained according tothe Law of 
God : Orherwiſe the King could neither forbid nor com- 

mand things to be done;leeing the King is neither Lawyer nor 

Divinc:hence faith one,Regts officium eſt jubere que oportet freri, 

& vetare a quibus abſtinere decet ; ceterum jrſ5io factendorum, & 

interdiclto cavendorum, proprie ad legem pertinet ; atque tta'can- 

ſequtur, ut Kex animate lex ſit, lex vero fit Rex ju/hſsimus : that 
iS» The office of a King is to command thole things which 
ought ro be done , and to forbid thoſe things which ought to 

be avoided : but the commanding of things to be done, and 
the forbidding of things not to bedone; properly belongs to 
the law ; and ſo it followes, that a King is a living law , and 
the law a moſt juſt King. 

And Bernard , Praſunt principatus,& reguntur, fed reguntur

when they will not be ruled. And by what ſhall they be ru- 
led but by the law, by their counlſell ?

tions ſayes, The Lords being trufted with a judicatory power,are an
